Normally, ROTC is a four-year 
program. However, qualified 
students with two years of Studies 
remaining can choose to com- 
Plete an abbreviated program of 
additional work on and off- 
campus. The military science 
program is flexible enough to 
accommodate any student 
enrolled in a College degree 
program. 

During the final two years of 
the program, students receive 
approximately $3,400 ($100 per 
month during the school year and 
$600 for basic and $800 for ad- 
vanced camp).

According to Caldwell, the 
essential purpose of the project is

I know that director Blitgen 
carefully cut Betti’s script, thank 
the Lord for his infinite mercy, 
but as an audience member, I felt 
that perhaps more careful 
pruning might have enhanced the 
potential impact of the Clarke 
College production. Betti 
presents us with a number of 
ideas and then seems to want to 
bludgeon us by forcing the acting 
company to reinstate those ideas 
again and again and again. Only 
in the most skillful actors can 
Betti’s characters come to life 
and have impact. Far too often in 
this production I missed the 
subtextual meaning of Betti’s 
lines. I was not always sure what 
the conflict, either internal or 
external, was. I take that back, I 
did know what the internal or 
external conflict was, but I am 
not sure the acting company 
always did. I kept asking myself 
what do these women really feel 
for or about each other? Far too 
often I heard the words, but from 
what I saw did not believe that 
the actors really meant what they 
were saying. 

In general, I reiterate my 
opening comment that “‘Crime on 
Goat Island” is a high-risk play. 
Clarke College’s Theatre 
Department is one which should 
be congratulated for its 
willingness to take on such a risk. 
If the production was flawed, the 
endeavor was still worth the time 
and effort.
